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Ghosts of Yalta 


TE AMERICAN GOVERNMENT 

has suggested to the government 
of Britain that the secret records of 
the recent Geneva conference be pub- 
lished to the world. 

It is difficult to believe that the 
United States: expected or even de- 
sired Britain's agreement to such an 
unwise plan.- But by proposing it, 
the State Department has perhaps 
disarmed the Congressional critics of 
secrecy and exorcised the ghosts of 
Yalta. Now it can be said that if the 
Geneva record is not fully revealed, 
the American government is not to 
blame. 

Britain_rejects immediate publica- 
tion-of private conversations for thor- 
oughly sound reasons. 

In the first place, the world al- 
ready has been given the substance of 
the arguments at the Summit and 
also knows why they did not produce 
any concrete. agreements. Probably 
no such meeting in the past has ever 
received such full reporting. Never 
Have westent statesmen Been So can- 
did in the middle of delicate negotia- 
tions. Even the secretive Russians 
seemed to have learned at least a 
little candor. 

After the experience of Yalta 
(which has been widely distorted and 
misunderstood) the American Con- 
gress is bound to be suspicious of con- 
ferences abroad. In the case of 
Geneva, however, Mr. Eisenhower 
has called in leaders of both political 


Roosevelt at Yalta,. where secrecy 
was: essential at a crisis in a world 
war... Few Americans will suppose 
that Mr. Eisenhower is witholding 
anything of substance from the 
public. 

All that could be released, there- 
fore, is the record of conversations | 
between the leaders of_four govern- | 
mehts. These revelations could have 
only two results. 

Knowing that their exact words, 
their impromptu phrases and perhaps 
their. indiscretions are to be pub-| 
lished at future conferences, the 
negotiators on both sides will re-| 
strain their candor and. thus, limit 
their free exchange of views. The} 
Ressians will utilize these discussions | 
mainly to make foreign propaganda. 

Certainly the people of the free | 
nations must always know the poli- | 
cies of their governments and, if 
necessary, veto them. But diplomacy 
becomes difficult if not impossible
